gaining for peace in Indochina. 


The U.S. diplomat, returning to 


head the delegation he left four 
weeks ago. was greeted by mem- 
bers of all the non-Communist dele- 
gations. 


Significantly, the delegations of 


the three Associated States of Indo- 
china, Viet Nam, Cambodia and 
Laos, were represented at the air- 
port by the heads of their delega- 
tions. "The three states are count- 
ing heavily on the influence of the 
United States to save them from 
submission to excessive Commu- 
nist demands in the impending 
armistice negotiations.

Hanoi City Police 
To Be Militarized, 
Committee Reports 


HANOI, Indochina—UP)— 


French units today reoccu- 
pied Camp Derulin, 35 miles 
northeast of Hanoi, 
after 


5,000 to 6,000 French Viet- 
namese troops in two columns 
pushed Communist-led rebels 
north of the Luc Nam-Phu 
Lang Thuong road on the 
northern edge of the Red 
River Delta. 


The two columns, both spear- 


headed by tanks and supported by 
dive bombers and artillery, pushed 
east out of Phu Lang .Thuong and 
west out of Luc Nam and joined 
forces midway 
before 
swinging 


north, a French briefing 
officer 


reported. 


Vietminh mortars and machine- 


guns harrassed the two columns 
but otherwise fighting was consi- 
derably less than the battle that 
raged in the same area the day 
before. 


Surround Villages 


South of Son Tay, 25 miles wast 


-ofJHanpi, 7,000_ French. Vietnamese 
troops surrounded a four-village 
area in which 3,000 Vietnsinn were 
supposed to be hiding — only to 
find the rebels had slipped out of 
the trap. 


Northwest of Hanoi, Vietminh 


pressure continued to build up 
with small, bitter fights flaring 
along roads between Vinh Yen anc 
Phuc Yen. In one, 22 rebels were 
killed and several captured.

ALLEGAN. Mich. — </P>— 


The love-triangle murder case 
against Dr. Kenneth B. Small, 
Detroit dentist who killed his 
pretty wife's admirer, ended 
in a dramatic verdict of ac- 
quittal by reason of insanity 
early today. 


An Allegan County Circuit Court 


jury of 11 men and one woman 
returned its verdict at 1:40 a.m. 
CDT after five hours and four min- 
utea of deliberation. 


Women 
spectators 
screamed. 


Others applauded. Some women 
kissed Dr. Small. 


The verdict, in effect, held that 


Dr. Small, 31, society dentist, was 
not mentally responsible when he 
shot and killed Jules M. Lack, 45, 
New York playboy-industrialist, at 
a swank summer cottage near 
here last Memorial Day weekend. 


At House Party 


At the time Small's brunette 


wife, Edith, 30, mother of three 
boys, was a guest with Lack at 
a house party. The husband had 
trailed her to the cottage after be- 
coming suspicious of her story she 
was with a woman friend in Chi- 
cago. 


As the verdict was about to b« 


read, Dr. Small sat quietly. His 
eyes were closed. It appeared h« 
might have been praying. 


At the "not guilty" declaration, 


he looked behind him to smile at 
his parents, Itff. and Mrs. Jacob 
Small. 


Friends rushed to his stde t« 


clasp his hand. 


Mrs. Small was not in the court 


room at the time of the verdict.

Wall-Unit Serves Child Through the Years 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


A versatile wall-hung unit, easily 


and inexpensively assembled at 
home from plastic, plywood and 
metal hardware, can be all things 
to all children. It "grows" from a 
dressing and bath table for the in- 
fant, to a. play and work table for 
the voungster. and then to a desk 
for the student. 


If needs change, a homemaker 


can appropriate it for her use in 
kitchen, den or bathroom. Easily 
portable, - it can be as large or 
small as space requires. 


Pondering the speed with which 


much childhood furniture is out- 
grown, the space it takes and the 
dent it makes in the budget, I 
devised this unit fo'r our own child- 
ren's room. Perhaps you'd like a 
closer look. 


To assemble it took no special 


talent or complicated equipment. 


The framework is made of per- 


forated 
metal strips and their 


companion slotted brackets, which 
you may have seen in store dis- 
plays and in many homes. 


You can find this metal hard- 


ware at many retail stores, and 
strips are sold by the foot, in any 
length 
you require. 
Holes for 


screws are already drilled. 


The three extra-wide brackets I 


needed were ordered through the 
hardware store from a builder's 
supply company. 


Heart of the unit is a sizable 


plastic-covered shelf, 22x38 inches, 
supported on three 22-inch-wide 
brackets. 


Formica used to top the si-inqh 


plywood makes the shelf resistant 
to results of all foreseeable child- 
hood accidents, and provides an 
easily cleaned, sanitary surface.

I enlisted help from the man of

peatedly assured two lengths would 
be enough .to support the weight. 
These strips are sciewed to studs 
in the wall about 16 inches apan. 
For added strength, extra-long 
screws weie used.

With the aid of a level, mount 


one strip first. Line up perfoia- 
tion on succeeding strips with the 
first one, again using the level, 
befbie you tighten screws mio 
place. 


To use as a dressing-bath table 


for baby, slip the long biackets 
into slots at a comfortable height 
and put tke plastic shell" on top 
of them. You'll have robm unclei- 
neath for a closet, diaper pail and 


nariow 
supplies. 


We tried one long shelf across 


the top to hold lotions, powders 
and such within easy leach. And 
you 11 want a belt to keep a wiig- 
glei in his place. I rigged one up 
from one long piece of strong cot- 
ton which encircles the shelf and 
is thumbtacXed securely to the un- 
der side On top. I sewed a shorter 
webbed belt which buckles around 
a baby's tummy.

Install Modem Changer on Old Record Set

Modernizing an older phonograph 


console can be rernarkeably easy. 
All you do is replace its single- 
speed record player 'with a new 
three-speed unit.

console, yet have the facilities to 
enjoy all sizes of records, and 
perhaps get high-fidelity in the 
bargain.

tone reproduction unmatched in 
standard players. 


Before removing the old record 


changer from your set make sure 
that the new changer you plan 
to buy will fit the space limits 
of the cabinet. One changer on 
the market that fits a space only 
13'i inches wide by l*1^ inches 
long by 7% inches deep. Here's 
how to install it: 


First 
disconnect 
the 
power 


plug from the wall socket then 
unscrew • bolts or screws holding 
the old changer to its mounting 
board. On some sets the mount- 
ing bolts may be on the under- 
side of the record changer. 


Before 
lifting 
out 
the 
old 


changer it will be necessary to 
disconnect two electrical connec- 
tions between the present ampli- 
fier and disk changer. One car- 
ries the sound from the tone arm, 
the other supplies power to the 
record changer motor. 


Most console phonographs have 


record changer-amplifier connec- 
tions in two or four ways. There 
are two types of powerline con- 
nections—one resembles a wall 
socket and plug, the other is a 
simple 
male-female 
connector. 


There are also two types of audio 
connections—one is soldered to- 
gether and must be unsoldered 
to be removed, the other is a 
jack pin plugged into the ampli- 
fier's phono jack. All are easily 
recognizable. 


Next remove the old changer 


by lifting out. You may now in- 
stall a new mountaing board, 
which comes with the new changer 


or make use of the old mounting 
board Simply cut the _old board 
where necessary to conform to a 
given pattern. 


The new mounting board may 


be preferred because it has pre- 
drilled mounting-bolt holes and 
countersunk holes to accommo- 
date spring-mounting. But it must 
be cut to fit, screwed or glued 
in place and stained or varnished.

If there is 
any sign of decay or rot, however, 
the old roofing should be removed 
defective boards replaced, and the 
deck surface made smooth am 
clean before the new roof is put 
on.

Few folks realize the damage 


caused by insects. S t r a n g e l y 
enough, few gardeners do any- 
thing about them until after the 
damage has been done. 


Most troubles can be prevented 


by the use of some insecticide. 


The secret of control is timeli- 


ness, thoroughness and the use of 
the proper material. In general, 
insects may be divided into three 
groups 


LEAF-EATING INSECTS have 


strong jaws, which bite off bits of 
food just as do the higher animals. 
This class includes all caterpillars, 
beetles, slugs, worms and saw-flies. 


With but few exceptions, the 


chewing insect has four distinct 
stages in its life cycle. Egg, cat- 
erpillar 
(grub or larvae, pupa 


(renting stage), adult (egg-laying 
stage). It is in the second stage 
that the chewing insect has such 
an enormous appetite. 


The leaf-eating insect is prin- 


cipally controlled by a stomach 
poison such as DDT and Cclor- 
dane. It is sprayed or dusted on 
the foliage as a stable chemical 
that remains inert until eaten by 
the insect. 


CRAWLING INSECTS like cut- 


worms, ants, sowbugs, grasshop- 
pers, earwings, also slugs and 
snails, migrating from place to 
place, can be contioiled by the use 
of poison baits, or sticky bameis 
to prevent their reaching the fol- 
iage. 


SUCKING 
INSECTS 
inserting 


their beaks into the tissues of a 
plant and sucking out the sap 
Aphid, stink bugs, psylla. chinch 


bugs, squash bugs, mealy bugs 
white fly. scale insects, leaf hop- 
pers, and all plant bugs belong to 
this class 


Sucking insects aie no affected 


by poison sprays as they pieice 
into the plant under the pi elective 
coating. Theiefoie. the onlv meth- 
od of destioymg them is by appli 
cation of a contact poison, like 
Black Leaf 40 and Lindane which 
will Milloeale llitiu vn luiiuUe lae 
tissues of their bodies. 


In older to be effective in sprav- 


ing with a contact insecticide, the 
spray must hit the insect itself 01 
its eggs. 


In the recommended use of any 


spray material or fungicide, the 
following mles should be stressed 
and obseived for safety:

bv the manufactuter. 


STRONG SOLUTIONS are waste- 


ful and maybe injurious. 


MEASURE OR WEIGH pach in- 


giedient carefully: likewise, the 
amount of water used. 


CHOOSE the right material for 


the light pest. 


NICOTINE SULPHATE is safe 


to mix with most insecticide* or 
fungicides. 


REMEMBER that some mate- 


iials are specific remedies for cer- 
tain pests It is cheaper to spray 
twice than to make a mixture 
which will kill the plants.

Mrs. Graeff also became ill, but she recovered. Those 


who died are buried in Science Ridge Mennonite Ceme- 
tery between Polo and Sterling. The farm where the 
Landis family lived at the time is on Kt. 88 north of

We have no way of knowing whether the following 


quotation from The Dixon Telegraph's issue published 100 
years ago this week referred to the Landis family. How- 
ever, we must note that the writer attributes the disease 
to decomposed potatoes. 
At the time he wrote, Louis 


Pasteur was only beginning the work which led to the 
formulation of the germ theory of disease. 


It seems much more likely (with our modern knowl- 


edge) that Landis did contract the disease from his fel- 
low hotel guest. 


"Cholera In the Country.—We were informed 


by a gentleman from Whlteside County, that a 
whole family, and nearly all that attended said 
family—even the physician—died but a few days 
since with that frightful disease, the cholera. 
When we hear of such cases we always enquire 
(sic) into the particular*: and by so doing in this 
rase we ascertained that they (the family) had 
left a lot of potatoes In the celler (sic) to decom- 
pose thro* all this warm weather. Again we warn 
you, reader, against filth."

The patient may swallow a little 
each time. Apply one ounce each of spirits of turpen- 
tine, sweet oil, and aqu ammonia, mixed, to the whole 
of the thrdat, and to the Ureast-bone, every four hours, 
keeping flannel to the part.

Another topic of discusion by the 
panel was the increased intsances 
of Vitamin A intoxication in chil- 
dren. Dr. Anderson says it is 
showing up too frequently at the 
clinic. It alt comes about from in- 
discriminate use of Vitamin A cap- 
sules and oil which is sometimes 
given by teaspoonfuls. 
Mothers 


have the mistaken belief that if a 
little is good — a great deal more 
is even better. 


Dr. Anderson mentioned that af- 


ter the first year of life, supple- 
ments of Vitamin A are not gen- 
erally needed. That is, if a good 
balanced diet is fed to the young- 
ster. Vitamin 
D 
supplements, 


however, are-often needed longer. 
Mothers need to avoid excessive 
doses of either of these vitamins. 


The panel also discussed this 


age-old question of whole wheat 
bread versus "white bread "being 
more nutritious. It is true that 
our white bread today is enrich- 
ed — although this term is quite 
misleading. Fifteen nutrients frorr 
the whole grain are taken out" and 
only four are put back in. Our 
white flour thus is really only par 
tially restored, rather than enrich 
ed.

The panel discussed an interest- 


ing- research problem, studying the 
diets of older people in San Mateo 
County. They are finding that diets 
of older people often need to be 
supplemented by vitamins. This 
seems especially true around 80 
years of age. Significant differen- 
ces are found in men and women. 
Wen appear to absorb much less 
ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) than 
women — so It may be wise to 
step it up or make sure the diet 
is rich in citrus fruits and toma- 
toes and other fresh fruits and veg- 
etables.

shows that cold or raw pack meth- 
od of preparing green beans for 
canning in the pressure cooker 
may result in better flavor, tex- 
ture, and color in your final pro- 
duct. Snap beans prepared by the 
raw pack method rated higher in 
color, flavor, texture and over- 
all palatability after processing 
and eight months of storage than 
did the beans that were hot-pack- 
ed before processing. The over- 
all retention of ascorbic acid or 
Vitamin C is higher too. in raw 
packs of string beans.

Russians 
To Remove 
Memorial 


BERLIN <fl—The Russians asked 


the U. S. Army today for permis- 
sion to remove the controversial 
Soviet tank memorial from the 
American sector of West Berlin. 
The unexpected request undoubted- 
ly wall be granted. 


The memorial—to the first Red 


Army tank to pierce Nazi Berlin 
ifi April 1945 — has stood as a sym- 
bol of Russian presence in the be- 
leaguered German capital. 


West Berliners vented their spite 


against the memorial during the 
Soviet blockade of 19*8-49 and de- 
faced it with paint and vandalistic 
attacks. The battered T34 tank 
astride a marble base has been 
an eyesore ever since. 


Gen. 
A. A. Grechko, commander- 


in-chief of Soviet forces in East 
Germany, sent today's request to 
U. S. Army headquarters in Heid- 
elberg, asking negotiations to ar- 
range for the removal. 


Westerners here were aston- 


ished at the request. The Russians 
have never shown any sign before 
of being willing to discard the 
tiniest symbol of their might in 
Berlin and East Germany. Masters 
of propaganda, the Soviets must 
know also. Western circles specu- 
ated, that the German will view 
he removal of the frank as per- 
haps the beginning of the end of 
an era. 


The tank has been a source of 


annoyance since the blockade. So- 
viet protests against the deface- 
ment were met by official Western 
comment that one > could not ex- 
ject the West Berliner to feel 
dndly toward a power that tried 
to starve him, and that went for 
lis monuments too.

BERLIN (* — The sudden re- 


placement of Soviet High Com- 
missioner Vladimir S. Semyenov 
by ace diplomat Georfi Pushkin 
aroused speculation today whether 
Russia has devised some new 
scheme for selling the West on us 
East German "republic." 


Announcement of the diplomatic 


reshuffle cam* as some 18 mil- 
lion West Germans edged closer 
to their promised "sovereignty." 


The Russians have been boast- 


ing for several months that their 
captive zone is now a Republic 
and entitled to consideration in the 
West as a sovereign state. The 
West has snubbed the idea. 


Pushkin returns to the East Ger- 


man state he set in motion in 
1M9 when he served as Moscow's 
first ambassador to the satellite 
state. He brought the fledgling So- 
viet state into being even as he 
created the Red government in 
postwar Hungary.
